5 . JAG OFFICER RETURNED LAST WEEK AND STRONGLY RECOMMENDED ON BASIS

CLE OF WAR WITH SPECIFICATIONS DELINEATING FOUR SPECIFIC INSTANCES OF 
BISHOP'S FAILURE TO OBEY ORDERS OF ROSS AND COMMANDING GENERAL ACC, 
RUMANIA. SPECIFICATIONS DO NOT ENCOMPASS ANY SECRET OSS ACTIVITY OF 
BISHOP. THEY ARE PURELY CONCERNED WITH MILITARY DISCIPLINE. BOTH 
GENERALS SMITH AND SCHUYLER HAVE PRESSED FOR DISCIPLINARY ACTION.
